Promoters and wrestlers hope they’ve discovered a 
way to keep Abdullah the Butcher from murdering an 
opponent.

HERE ARE MANY recollections 

of Abdullah the Butcher's wild 
rampages in the dressing room area 
before and after a match. Many 
have tried to halt this maniacal 
marauding, only to have their 
bleeding heads require stitches. 

Finally, Atlanta promoters hope 
they have found an acceptable and 
painless way for them to restrain 
Abdullah's destructive temper. It’'sa 
desperate action which has 
angered even those who despise 
Abdullah. 

There was shocked silence re- 
cently when a handcuffed Abdullah 
was led into an arena by two Atlanta 
policemen. The two men then 
chained the grappler to a weight 
and kept him there until the match 
started. It was a shocking sight to 
see any human being treated like an 
animal. 

But perhaps the most shocking

sight was how docile helpless 
Abdullah appeared with the police. 
Helpless in chains and handcuffs, 
this usually raging athlete was 
reduced to a childlike state of 
surrender. Threats of arrest and the 
impossibility of breaking the steel 
links had taken the rebellion from 
him. 

What the other wrestlers could 
not have known was Abdullah had 


been led from a makeshift prison 
cell in the arena’s basement. It was 
there Abdullah waited for his time 
to wrestle. Behind bars, the 
Butcher’s tendency to run 
unchecked through the dressing 
rooms was effectively stifled. 

The promoters were stunned at 
other wrestlers’ angry reactions to 
the sight of a fellow wrestler being

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each other, and been as close as two 
friends could be. 

Indeed, when Mil was facing severe 
problems with his wrestling career, it 
was Jose Lothario who stepped 
forward and helped him out. The two 
retreated to Jose’s hideaway in New 
Mexico. There they perfected new 
tactics and strategies, and even decided 
to team up together. Many people 
thought they would make the ideal tag 
team. But many people can be wrong. 

There can be no denying that it 
would be difficult to find a more 
talented tag team anywhere. Both men 
have abilities exceeding those of most 


other wrestlers. And therein may lay 
the problem. 

Mil Mascaras has always been a 
wanderer, going from arena to arena 
across the country. His goal of winning 
the NWA championship would be 
perfect for him because it would afford 
the opportunity to travel. Jose 
Lothario, on the other hand, likes to 
stay in Texas. He doesn’t like to travel 
that much, except to commute to his 
second home in the mountains of New 
Mexico. This has become a point of . 
friction between the two men. Yet it is 
not so significant that it cannot be 
resolved. 


Mascaras a 


It seemed logical to assume that Mil Mascaras and 
Jose Lothario would form an unbeatable tag team 
combination. Unfortunately, in the unpredictable 
world of professional wrestling, things are not always 
as simple as they appear 


But the problem remains with the 
talents of the two men. Both feel what 
they are doing is right, and this can 
cause problems. When Mil and Jose 
wrestle, there is a certain unity lacking 
between them. Though both do 
excellently individually, they are not 


nal Lothario: 


cohesive as a team. An therein lies the 
real problem. 

If both men were not as good as they 
are, the team could have a good chance 
to win the championship of the NWA. 
But the team of Mil Mascaras and Jose 
Lothario has too much talent. They 


are too good to succeed! 

Now when this factor is combined 
with Mil’s wanderlust, it is clear this 
team will have difficulties in the 
coming months. They may win their 
matches, but these victories will come 
from the individual efforts of Mil and 
Jose. They will not be the result of the 
careful teamwork which is essential ifa 
team is to succeed over a long period of 
time. : 

All this means is that the future of 
the partnership between Mil Mascaras 
and Jose Lothario is in doubt. Though 
they may be great, they will probably 
not succeed. And that is a pity, for they 
could go on to greater glory—if they 
were not so good. 

Yet there is still hope for this 
illustrious team. If they learn how to 
work together—to blend their styles 
into one—they might succeed. They 
both will have to give up a little of what 
they are used to, but it might help. 
Then, and only then, will they be able 
to succeed. Then the great talents both 
men have will be put to good use! O

“The amount of damage,” they 
declared, “which is caused by one 
of his riots costs more than anyone 
imagines. Often, his expensive 
tirades cut deeply into our evening's 
profits. Therefore, we had to 
prevent him from enjoying his 
periodic destructive tirades. 

“The fans want to see Abdullah 
and the man deserves the right to 
earn a living. Therefore, we couldn't 
in good conscience not hire him 
anymore. Besides, blacklisting is 


against the law. We had to find 
another means of controlling him. 

“Though none of us enjoy putting 
the man ina Jail cell and in chains, 
we're afraid we have no other 
choice. It’s the only way we can stop 
him from wrecking the arena! 

“If anyone can come up with a 
better idea to control this man, we'd 
be delighted to foresake our plan for 
his.” 

lf the promoters believed their 
reasoned statement would end the 
controversy, they were soon to 
learn differently. Even if the 

, wrestlers had no other way of 

solving the problem, they unani- 
mously agreed holding Abdullah in 
chains before the match was no 
solution. 

“What they're doing to Abdul- 
lah,” a wrestler who wishes to be 
anonymous complained, “is one of 
the most reprehensible things I've 


ever seen. Everyone I've discussed 
this with agrees with me. They have 
no right to put any wrestler in hand- 
cuffs, chains, or behindbars. Evena 
man like Abdullah has basic rights. 

“Laws aren’t designed only to 
protect society from the individual 
lawbreaker. They're also there to 
protect the individual from society. 
Chaining Abdullah before the 
match is a bad thing. Now that 
they've done it to one, they can do it 
with anybody. 

“It’s simply disgusting. Since 
when does a person's dignity mean 
less than property? Even Abdullah 
the Butcher's freedom means more 
than the entire arena. This is a 


shocking example of the promoters 
caring more about money than men. 

“| don't care what they do with 
their arena! | just don’t want to see 
any wrestler in chains with the 
police for any reason!” 

Many other wrestlers were also 
angry about the occurrence, but 
they too refused togive their names. 
They reason if the promoters are 
willing to put a wrestler behind 
bars, they'd best not get those 
people angry. 

While the controversy rages, 
Abdullah remains in chains before 
a match. The question remains a 
long way from being solved. What 
will happen to those wrestlers who 
complain too long and too loudly? 
That's a question no one wants to 
answer! 0

We thought the ultimate jury 
should be the fans. We printed a 
ballot and asked the fans to decide 
whether they wanted Valentine 


banned or not. The response 
was overwhelming. 
“The precise numbers were 


fifteen-one in favor of banning 
Greg Valentine,” said Associate 
Editor Steven Farhood, who was 
assigned the task of tabulation. 

Juding from Farhood’s count 
and the weary expression on our 
mailman’s face, it was apparent the 
fans had demanded Valentine’s 
expulsion. Now we had to pass 
their verdict on to the appropriate 
authorities. 

We delivered four bags of letters 
to the WWF offices. Speaking to 
the proper officer, we showed him 
what we had.

To ensure compliance with this 
edict, we telephoned several WWF 
promoters. They indicated 
complete, indeed, eager 
compliance with this decision. 

“When all is said and done, the 
one voice which must rule is the 
voice and spirit of the fans,” said 
One promoter. “The wish of the 
fans must be obeyed.” 

Other promoters fell into line. 
They would not schedule
